ALTHOUGH it is too early to 
tell, since first figures normally 
show the results of contributors 
who improve on pledges they 
made in previous years, UJA of- 
ficials are convinced that the 
pace of giving means 1959 will 
be one of UJA’s best recent 
years, 

The rise in giving reflects the 
Rumanian situation but it is the 
feeling here that despite the clos- 
ing of her borders by Rumania, 
the U. S. Jewish community has 
learned its lesson and that in view 
of the improved economic condi- 
tion over early 1958, practically 
all campaigns will net significant 
gains in 1959. 

Early reports from local com- 
munities showed these returns: 

® New Orleans showed in- 
creases of 40 per cent over 195%, 
with the drive half over. Goal is 
$600,000 as against $452,000 
raised in 1958. 

® Advance gifts in Los An- 
geles were 38 per cent ahead of 
last year. 

® San Diego, Calif., reported 
advance gifts of 75 per cent 
ahead of last year. 

® Houston, Tex., has passed 
the 1958 mark, with a total of 
$639,213 already in the coffers as 
against $598,553 in 1958. The final 
figure should pass the $700,000 
mark.

‘Toynbee Finds Jews Here 
Torn By Loyalty to Israel 


CHICAGO (P-O)—Israel’s - re- 
fusal te allow American Jews 
“any say in the making of Is- 
rael’s policy” is tearing U.S. Jew- 
y “between their attachment to 
Israel and their loyalty to their 
own country,” according to Ar- 
nold Toynbee, historian. 

WRITING in the 1959 Brit- 
tanica Book of the Year on “The 
West and the Arabs,” Toynbee 
termed “the American Jewish 
community’s financial support of 
Israel” “taxation without repre- 
sentafion.” 

Toynbee declared that Ameri- 
can Jewry’s choice of loyalties is 
not just theoretical, but “a prac- 
tical possibility’ and “perhaps 
even a probable one.” 

THE HISTORIAN added that 
given such a choice between 
loyalty to the United States and 
Israel, U. S. Jewry would “no 
doubt” choose the United States. 

“The American Jews have 
thrown in their lot with the 
United States urfreservedly and 
irrevocably,” he declared. “Their 
future ar.d their children’s future 
lies in America.” 


“IN FACT, America, not Pales- 


tine. is their national home.” 
Toynbee asserted again that 

were Israel to lose the support 

of U. S. Jewry, it “would col- 


lapse swiftly.”

AT THAT TIME the London 
Jewish Chronicle reported that 
the historian who only a few

THE RETIRED director of 
studies at the Royal Institute of 
International Affairs also hinted 
that support for Israel by U.S. 
Jewry may soon vanish. 

“Is-ael cannot safely count on 
continuing to receive the finan- 
cial support of the Jewish com- 
munity in the United States for- 
ever,” he declared. He gave as 
reasons Israel’s “taxation with- 
out representation” policy and 
“the wasting assets” of kinship 
ties. 

TOYNBEE wrote repeatedly of 
U. S. Jewry’s “political” support 


of Israel. He described such sup- 
port, as well as the Jews’ “means 
of gaining the ear of the people 
and the government in many 


countries,” as two of Israel’s 
Frime sources of strength, and 
Went on to say that were there 
a “conflict of interests” between 
Israel and the United States, “Is- 
rael would, I believe, be bound 
to lose the American Jewish 


community’s political support, 
and might lose its financial sup- 
port as well.” 

Toynbee called on the Arabs 
and the Israelis to make “painful 
Sacrifices” in negotiating a peace 


Settlement. “They will not be so 
painful as the alternative of re- 
maining in a suspended state of 
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war, with the enormous risks to 
which this state of things exposes 
them both,” he said. 

HE SUGGESTED two means 
by which the settlement could 
be negotiated. The first would be 
by changing the frontier boun- 
daries to “allow the maximum 
number of Arab refugees to re- 
turn to their homes and property 
under an Arab flag, while evict- 
ing the minimum number of 
Jews from Arab land and prop- 
erty on which they have been 
settled by the Israeli authorities 
during the last 10 years.” 
Working under the principles 
of “justice and humanity” Toyn- 
bee suggested that a second way 
to secure Middle Eastern peace 
would be to reduce the present 
population pressure in Israel. 
ISRAELI Ambassador Abba 
Eban in a statement in the same 
volume answering Toynbee’s 
article said that “the economic 
capacity of Israel is no more a 
function of her limited territorial 
space than is that of the British 
Isles, or Holland or Belgium or 
Denmark, or for that matter 
Lebanon which has a denser 
population than Israel without 
eliciting Dr. Toynbee’s concern.” 
Eban went on to point out 
that “the equation between space 
and population is notoriously un- 
scientific in countries which see 
their future to lie in technologi- 
cal, industrial and commercial 
progress. Israel can and will sup- 
port a larger population of loyal 
citizens than she now enjoys. If 
Dr. Toynbee believes, however, 
that a large population cannot 
live in a small area without ex-

ture, the audience should have 
been saturated with fear. Here 
and there the nausea of it breaks 
out, Sut producer-director George 
Stevens’ consistent restraint — 
which reaps many rewards — 
places the gravity of the situa- 
tion in such low key that the first 
two hours threaten to lose their 
meaning in terms of life and sur- 
vival. 

Otherwise, “The Diary of Anne 
Frank” is a triumph for Stevens 
and for Joseph Schildkraut, who 
portrays Otto Frank. ’ 
Stevens’ meticulous attention 
to detail and his careful retelling 
of the story leave nothing out of 
place. As mentioned above, re- 
straint in matters of this kind 
is the wisest asset a director 
could have fashioned. The pace 
is slow and deliberate, and pres- 
sure builds up out of sheer inex- 
orability. 

STEVENS’ sets consist of a 
duplicate of the Amsterdam 
house in which the Franks and 
their guests were hidden. A tiny 
spice factory occupies the ground 
floor; the office is on the floor 
above, and above that the ten- 
ants’ makeshift living quarters. 
One floor higher is the attic 
made over into a bedchamber. 
The four stories were con- 
structed in their vertical rela- 
tionship, instead of being spread 
out on one level. Stevens was 
thus able to get graphic shots of 
simultaneous related action on as 
many as three floors at once. 
These tie in directly with ex- 
teriors of the same_ structure 
filmed on location in Amsterdam. 


ALREADY well-publicized is a 
piece of Stevens realism which 
consisted of staging an explo- 
sion with roar and concussion 
so real it left the players in a 
state near shock. Cued by the 
blast (in a steel drum), the en- 
tire movie set and its eight ten- 





ants were dropped several inches 


without frior notice. Stevens had 
insisted on as near the real thing 
as possible, short of wrecking 
the premises and killing the 
people. 

A thorough professional, 
Schildkraut, who gave 1,186 per- 
formances as Otto Frank in the 
stage production, quietly com- 
mands “The Diary of Anne 
Frank” from beginning to end. 
In the most moving scenes, those 
at the first and at the last, 
Schildkraut is a figure of tower- 
ing stature, whi'e in between, 
his remarkable underplaying | 
makes any scene impossible to 
fathom without his presence. 


GUSTI HUBER, a Viennese | 
and German film star who has 
acted here in television, makes 
her Hollywood debut as Edith 
Frank, Anne’s mother, in a sen- 
sitive, self-effacing portrayal of 
genuine skill. Ed Wynn, in an- 
other straight role as Albert 
Dussel, a bachelor who shares 
the Franks’ lodgings, is a plea- 
sure to watch at work. He resists, 
commendably if not entirely, the 
temptation to turn a gesture, a. 
word, a look, into comedy. 

Lou Jacobi, another Holly- 
wood debutant, and Shelley Win- 
ters make of Mr. and Mrs. Van 
Daan sharp venal portraits, 
grasping on one hand and flam- 
boyant on the other. Richard 
Beymer is the Van Daans’ son 
and Anne Frank’s beloved Peter. 


DIANE BAKER, Anne’s sister 
Margot, is a Hollywoodite and 
pictures. She acts with intuition 
also a mcdel making her start in 
and self-effacement, as do Doug- 
las Spencer and Dody Heath, 
who are Kraler and Miep Gies, 
the employer and secretary who 
befriended the Franks.

picture cannot fail but triumph 
as well.

WE HAVE IT! 
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TOYNBEE AGAIN 


Arnold Toynbee, the celebrated historian, seems to 
have shifted his views on Israel and Judaism, for which 
we are grateful, since no one wants to be a fossil—even 
a living one. 


TOYNBEE as a historian finds it’a problem to ac- 
commodate Israel and the Jews to his accepted theory. 
This kind of difficulty irritates even learned men, as Toyn- 
bee demonstrates. 

But we feel that there is a real fossil in this discus- 
sion and it is not the Jews nor Judaism. ; 


HIS CONCLUSIONS about American Jewry show that 
whatever it is that should be running through his veins, 
it is not warm blood. It is Toynbee who is the fossil. 


So Toynbee fails miserably to understand American 
Jewry—which incidentally is the same fault of American 
Jews who belong to the American Council for Judaism— 
and what is the highest motive becomes to Toynbee the 
most profane. 


WITH OR WITHOUT Toynbee and with or without 
the Arabs, American Jews will subside into a healthy in- 
te-est in Israel, while continuing to maintain the kind of 
devotion to America and its ideals which up until this 
time only anti-Semites and the American Council for 
Judaism, plus a few in the professional rank, challenge. 

While Israel is still new and while the marvel of a 
Jewish state is still like a miracle, only a Toynbee can 
misread Jewish enthusiasm as a less-than-noble response. 


KOSHER CHEESECAKE 


First Marilyn Monroe and now Elizabeth Taylor! 

REMEMBER THE time when many leading Americans 
were won over to conversion to Catholicism. Some were 
intellectuals and of course among them were a share of 
Jews. 

These were gloomy days for the American Jewish 
community. 


BUT NOW happy days are here. 
Two of the loveliest flowers of Hollywood have de- 
cided to cast their lot with us. 


SHADES of Ruth! 
Heretofore we’ve always frowned on the practice of 
adorning walls with cheesecake pictures. 


BUT NOW that it can be done—and be strictly kosher 
—we’re all for it. 


CHAOS IN MIAMI 


The Miami Jewish community, one of the best-led and 
best-organized in the United States, is plagued with a 
problem which most Jewish communities have solved to 
a great degree in the past 25 years. 


MIAMI, BECAUSE of Miami Beach of course, has 
become the happy hunting grounds for Jewish drives. 

At any and one time, there will be on the agenda, 
not only the local Combined Jewish Appeal, of which the 
United Jewish Appeal is the beneficiary, but drives for 
various and sundry Israeli and U. S. institutions. 

THE PROBLEM can be managed, but it won’t be 
until the Miami Jews decide to accept responsibility. 

For every drive for some Jewish project there always 
is a local group of leaders who lend their support. 


WITHOUT THIS support—even though Miami’s Jew- 
ish population multiplies from about 40,000 to more than 
200,000 in the winter months—no drive could be mounted. 

Editor Leo Mindlin of The Jewish Floridian (P-O, Mar. 
20) took out after some of the organizations who come 
to Miami for funds during the winter months, colliding 
with other drives, and undermining, to a great extent, the 
effectiveness of the CJA. 


THE SITUATION will become intolerable, and when 
it does, the Jewish community will be able to enforce rules 
that must already be on its books, which require that any 
fund-raising effort must first be cleared with the federa- 
tion before it can be launched. 
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Just what is the responsibility of the Jew- 
ish press to Jewish efforts, and is the Jewish 
press, in fact a free press in the sense that we 
think of the -term in connection with daily 
newspapers? 

SHOULD A Jewish newspaper such as 
The POST and OPINION have printed the 
fact that Rumania has shut the doors to Jew- 
ish emigration? 

The POST and OPINION obviously an- 
swers yes, if you read the account in last 
week’s paper stating that all emigration had 
been halted. Whether this action of Rumania 
was temporary or not we, of course, are not 
in a position to know. All we could print were 
the facts as we knew them. 

THE JEWISH Telegraphic agency, which 

is the only Jewish newsgathering setup for 
all the Jewish papers in the United States, 
except The POST and OPINION, which has 
its own, answers the same question with a 
“no.” 
In its news releases last week, it failed 
to mention what everyone in the United Jew- 
ish Appeal—and of course the JTA too—knew, 
that for the second tme in recent weeks, Ru- 
mania had shut the doors to Jews wishing 
to leave. 


WE CAN SYMPATHIZE with the JTA for 
more reasons than one, but that doesn’t alter 
the situation. We recognize that some people 
may say that printing news of the Rumanian 
action may affect giving to the current United 
Jewish Appeal drives in progress all over the 
land. These drives finally, after a desultory 
Start, have begun to show important increases 
in giving over last year because of the Ru- 
Manian exodus. : 

So you see it’s not just a black-and-white 
matter, but one which needs to be hammered 
out in the way decisions always are reached 
—by open consideration of the problem, by 
trial and error, and by some conclusions as 
to the responsibility of the Jewish press. 

TOO OFTEN when legitimate news is 
withheld from readers, it is because the edi- 


tors sell the Jewish community short, They 
have no faith in Jews. 

There are other factors. Not all the Jey, 
ish papers in the U. S. are independent; som, 
are owned by the local federations, othe, 
are subsidized in a more or less degree, By 
most (fortunately in our opinion) are py 
vately owned and can if they wish expreg 
independent views. 

The independent papers are, as would by 
expected, the strong ones, and they, of Course, 
set the pattern. 

RUMANIA’S shutting the doors shou 
make responsible Jews understand just how 
critical the situation is, and instead of giving 
less, Jews can be persuaded to give mor 
It should be simple to make givers understang 
now that whenever Jews can be saved, ther 
must be no delay because of lack of funds 
for what Rumania has done—if the gates stay 
closed—shows that time can be the most jp. 
portant factor when Jews are imperilled and 
must flee to safety. 

This was shown in Morocco. The Jews 
there several years ago were leaving at the 
rate of 5000 and more a month when the gov 
ernment reversed itself. The Jew who cay 
get out of Morocco today is lucky. 

ONE NATIONAL Jewish organization, 
which received a pledge from the Moroccan 
authorities that nothing would be done ty 
prevent Jews from leaving, took a Position, 
which it now must thoroughly regret, that 
Jews should not stampede to leave this land 
even though for centuries they had lived in 
indescribable poverty and humiliation. 

It is our belief that Rumania will permit 
the 100-150,000 Jews who wish to go to Israel, 
to leave, whether this will be done in March 
of 1959 or June of 1959 when the political 
spotlight may have been removed from the 
exodus. 

AND FINALLY we are convinced that 
any Jewish paper which seeks to withhold 
important news from the American Jewish 
public is doing a disservice to American Jewry, 
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to American Jewish journalism and to itself,

Original Job

We move from Esther to Job, from the 
juicy tangibles of an Oriental melodrama to 
the evocative inscrutables of grand and tragic 
dialogue. 

How incredibly fecund is our Bible! Its 

stories and phrases are still the most reliable 
treasure trove for authors in 
search of plots, titles, char- 
acters or local color. Sooner 
or later the elite intelligent- 
sia of the writing fraternity 
challenge the Mt. Everest of 
the Bible—the Book of Job 
—even as every great actor 
must try to interpret “Ham- 
let” and every great tenor, 
“Pagliacci.” 
Rabbi Weinstein They never quite make the 
peak—even Goethe in “Faust” had to pass the 
ball to Satan-Mephisto—but they bring back 
valuable incidental insights which help us 
know better the slippery footholds and the 
forbidding crevices in the soul of man. 

THOMAS MANN, in “The Magic Moun- 
tain,” asked the question “Why do good men 
suffer?” in the context of all the philosophical 
presumptions of the 19th century. 

Robert Frost, in “The Masque of Reason,” 
revealed an off-stage humanity in both Mr. 
and Mrs. Job which the formalized dignity of 
the Biblical style could not tolerate. Frost has 
Job ask the question which every sensitive 
reader would want him to ask; namely, “Why 
the Lord had to put it on so thick—the af- 
fliction that is—just to demonstrate to the 
sceptics that Job wouldn’t let the Lord down.” 

And he makes Mrs. Job a regular Yente 
Tellebende (Yiddish for Xantippe) in her per- 
sistent nudging that the high and mighty Lord 
be not allowed to evade this question. 

NEW ENGLAND Yankee folk lore has 
expressed itself most eloquently on Bildad, 
Zophar and Eliphaz by referring to shobby 
blankets as Job’s comforters. i 

Now Archibald MacLeish tries his hand 
at penetrating the mystery at the heart of 
this book. He gives it a much more flexible 
staging and is thus able to fill in the spaces 
left by the cryptic inhibitions of the original 

He translates the tragic incidents in terms 
recognizable by us moderns, But he has the 








formidable disadvantage of 2500 additional 
years of man’s inhumanity to man to wip 
from the image of man. Nor does Satan 
Nickles ever let him forget that fact. God, 
it appears to MacLeish, has not so ordered 
historic events in this extension of time, to 
make His will appear just in the sight of man 
SINCE GOD’S majesty has been some 
what sullied by the corrosions of.time, and 
since the artifacts of civilization have cone 
between the fresh orderly rapture of nature 
and man’s empathy with nature, and _ sine 
that agent provocateur, Satan, has so infinite 
ly refined his provocations, it is much hardet 
for Everyman Job to bow his head in humble 
acceptance of the ways of God to man. 














What man could understand directly in 
Job’s time must be semaphored by mask sym 
bols now. The God-mask and the Satan-mask 
do not communicate as readily as God ani 
Satan did in the original story. But most a 
all, one has the feeling that tragic doubt is 
impossible without the antithesis of heroit 
faith. 


HEROIC FAITH is not part of the ir 
tellectual climate of our time; therefore evel 
the consummate skill of MacLeish cannot prt 
vent Job from appearing pathetic, Satan sat 
anic, and God wilfully, boastfully indifferent 

Of course, MacLeish cannot hide his cor 
scious or unconscious preference for the Ne 
Testament. He has Zuss, the God-mask, ji 
forces with Nickles, the Satan-mask, in! 
devastating sneer at Job for his unmanly sit 
render to God’s power-thrust justice. Justics 
he implies, is a weak reed for the world # 
lean upon. Only love, the plucked ember @ 
love, in the human heart, even in the 
draggled soul of Mrs. Job, can renew t 
spirit of man and restore the broken fraf 
ments of the world. 


JUDAISM DOES not deny love. It ofl 
insists that love cannot live outside the ct 
text of justice. 

MacLeish and the New Testament are abl 
to exploit the short-term advantage that lo 
is immediately available wherever two bt 
mans meet.

HAIFA—The one great fear in Israel today is 
that something may happen, somewhere along the 
Jine, which suddenly will close the doors of Ru- 
mania and halt the life-saving exodus of Jews to 


Israel. 

Every planeload, every shipload which arrives 
is greeted with a little sigh of 
relief and gratification, as if to 
say: more Jews saved. 

THERE IS NOT a man or wom- 
an in Israel today who would want 
it on his conscience that because 
of something which he did —or 
failed to do—a single Jew lost 
an opportunity to get out of East- 
ern Europe. No one knows what 
might happen next month or next 
year; each preciuos opportunity

should be seized while it is available. 
In this country every muscle is tense. Every 


nerve is taut. From the: moment of reception, 
through first processing, transport, location in 
homes, provision of food, clothing, tools, planning 
of jobs and industries which will make jobs—a 
vast, systematic organization is at work. 


THERE IS LITTLE of the fumbling which 
marked the mass migration of 10 years ago. We 
have gained mightily in experience. Israel can take 
in many times the number which is even now 
arriving. If necessary, the population is ready to 


move over, each family in its own apartment, to 
adopt an immigrant family, and make room for 
them until housing can be provided—and indeed 
it might yet come to that. 

There is no lack of will here to make what- 
ever sacrifice might be necessary. For this Israel 
was created. The sole, single, limiting factor is the 
funds to move these people and receive them. 

ISRAELIS ARE sharing their food, their jobs, 
their homes. They are postponing national economic 
Stability by another few years—anything to keep 
the doors open. It is world Jewry, and especially 
American Jewry, which is being asked to give 
money. The burden, if any there is, should be on 
their consciences. 

I sometimes regret that fund-raising campaigns 
are conducted with the terminology that they use. 
Contributors somehow get the impression that they 
are giving to fill quotas, to satisfy social pressures, 
to finish by a certain date. The important thing 
is to “cover the cards.” 


THESE ARE ALL necessary parts of campaign 
organization, of course, but the process tends to 
dehumanize the enterprise. A contributor to the 
UJA should rather think in terms of human beings. 
He should look about his own home—and consider 
that he is helping to move from Eastern Europe 
to Israel a family like his own. His gift is for 
boys and girls—like his own; for men and women 
who are not at all different from his brothers and 
sisters. 

Was it not a mere turn of fate that brought 


one group of Jews to the United States—left another 
group to be exterminated by the Nazis—and held 
still another group until this 1959 opportunity sud- 
denly opened before them? 


THESE ARE THE very same people! That man 
walking down the gangplank at Haifa the otheg 
day might just as well have been a Chicago real 
estate operator—and vice versa. The next time you 
see a picture of new immigrants to Israel, scrutin- 
ize it carefully. Put yourself in the picture. Look 
for your son among the children. He is there! 


The UJA is not a philanthropy for some re- 
mote people you have never seen. These people are 
yourselves. Look at the picture again. Is there 
light in your eyes? Is there hope in your hearts? 
Can you begin to dream at last of a normal exist- 
ence, and of raising your children in happiness and 
security? It is because you have helped. The iden- 
tity of the giver must be merged with the identity 
of the recipient, because they are indeed the same. 

And so long as there is physical possibility of 
moving out more families, there is no end. Don't 
let anyone tell you this is a one-time emergency 
drive. The emergency is permanent until all Jews 
are free. You budget for this as you budget for 
your other major annual expenses, year after year. 

How much should you include in this year’s 
budget for UJA? Once again look at that picture, 
and determine how much your own lives are worth 
to you. Your conscience should not permit you 
to do less.
